IN MONDAY MEETING 


The Coffee County Commis- 
sion met in regular session on 
Monday, Sept. 24, at the 
Courthouse in Elba, with all 
members present. Present 
were Commissioners Gilmer 
Grant, Rex Boutwell, Jack 
Hornsby, Don Smith, Max 
Reeves and Bennie C. Beck- 
ham, along with Probate Judge 
James L. Sawyer, Clerk 
Brunease Winston and 
Engineer Leslie Mullins. 

The first order of business 
was to bids on pest 
control service for 11 County 
buildings. Bids were from 
Copter Pest Control-$88.50 per 
month, and Rex Bradshaw 
$90.00 per month. The com- 
mission accepted the low bid. 

Sheriff Brice Paul ad- 
dressed the group and told of a 
recent jail inspection by the 
State Fire Marshall. The Fire 
Marshall made the following 
trecommendations-(1) Fire exit 
drills be conducted at least 
quarterly, (2) the booking and 
evidence room be separated 
from the main floor by instal- 
ling a solid core fire door, and 
all wiring be installed in 
condiut, (3) purchase new 
smoke detectors that wil’ be 
installed on the building’s 
electrical lighting system, (4) 
install a sufficient number of 
electrical wall receptacles to 
accomodate all electrical 
appliances, (S) that the boiler 
b laced, or certified by a

Coffee County. If the county’s 
allotment isn’t raised, we will 
lose one man and that means 
the county will have only a 
one-man fire-fighting crew to 
cover over 270,000 acres.’’ 

The commission budgeted 
$6,120 for the Forestry Dept., 
while to have a 2-man crew’ the. 
allotment must total -a 
minimum of $13,000. Comm. 
Bennie Beckham mentioned 
the possibility of placing a tax 
of S cent per acre on land- 
owners to provide additional! 
funds, but no action was taken. 

Mr. Buck Tindol, County 
Landfill Manager, reported the 
State Health Dept. had in- 
structed him to bury garba 
at night at the landfill. The 
order came following. numerous 
complaints about the fou! odor 
at the landfill, and it also 
stated the matter should not be 


allowed to infiltrate the 
community of New Brockton. 
Tindo!l also reported the need 
for one additional man to work 
at the landfill, and was told to 
find a CETA worker. 

The commission approved 
several A-95 reviews (requests 
for Federal funds), which 
included-$40,102 for continua-

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ESTATE PLANNING 
SOME TRUSTS CAN BE 


CHANGED, 
SOME CAN’T 


{This Is the sixth in a series on 
estate planning presented by 
the Alabama Division of the 
American Cancer Society. The 
Society hopes it might be 
remembered when charitable 
bequests are made by persons 
planning their estates. This 
chapter was written by a 
Birmingham bank official and 


Property owners in recent 
years have become more soph- 
isticated and have come to 
realize the need for organizing 
their financial affairs and not 
leaving things to chance. 
Growing numbers of families - 
even those in modest circum- 
Stances - are discovering the 
value of professional manage- 
ment of their assets through 
the use of various types of 
trust arrangements. 

A trust, in simple terms, 
can be described as a three- 
party arrangement in which 
ownership of property is trans- 
ferred to a bank or individual 
to hold and manage for a third 
person. The person or institu- 
tion managing the property is 
called the trustee, and the 
person for whom the property 
is managed is called the bene- 


ficiary. 

A trust created during 
one’s lifetime, a living or 
“‘intervivos’’ trust, can take 
two forms. 


It can be revocable wherein 
the creator retains the right to 
amend, alter or terminate dur- 
ing life. If assets are trans- 
ferred to a revocable living 
trust,management responsibili- 
ty can be avoided, investment 
advice obtained and property 
can be protected in case of 
incapacity. 

A major advantage is that 
assets in trust do not pass 
through probate, nor are they 
subject to state inheritance 
taxes. The creator of the trust 
can receive income and princi- 
pal during life. At death, the 
trust agreement designates to 
whom income or principal is to 
be delivererd. The trust can 
continue for the benefit of the 
surviving spouse and children. 
Upon the death of the creator 
of the trust, it becomes irre- 
vocable (not capable of amend- 
ment or termination). How- 
ever, the surviving spouse can 
be given the right to designate 
to whom the property will pass

at his or her subsequent death. 


The second general form of 
living trust is an irrevocable 
trust. Title to assets trans- 
ferred to this form of trust 
cannot be reacquired by the 
creator of the trust. Generally, 
this trust provides for income 
to be paid during the lifetime 
of the trust to someone other 
than the creator. The advan- 
tage to this arrangement is to 
pass income from an individual 
in a higher tax bracket to those 
who are in lower brackets, thus 
reducing income taxes. The 
use of this type of arrangement 
is generally limited to those 
who can afford to part with 
assets, are desirous of reduc- 
ing income taxes, and want to 
avoid estate taxes. There are 
many various forms of living 
trusts including a charitable 
living trust which will be 
explained in a future article. 

A trust can also be created 
to take effect at death by 
placing trust provisions in a 
will (testamentary trust). This 
form of arrangement provides 
for a planned distribution at 
death which can continue be- 
yond death. A testamentary 
trust, however, does not avoid 
probate. 


There are many varieties of 
trust arrangements which can 
be used to accomplish one’s 
objectives.

and viewed the destruction by 
helicopter with him.

Almost every household suf- 
fered some damage and in 
many Cases houses were com- 
pletely destroyed. 

After returning ’ to 
Washington my staff and I 
received a thorough briefing 
on federal disaster assistance. 
I'then sent members of my 
Washington and Alabama 
staff into the Gulf Coast area 
to assist those who had suf- 
fered damage in obtaining 
federal assistance. 

Of course any kind of 
assistance is limited, but 
overall the federal disaster 
assistance program is a good 
one. 

The types of assistance 
which may be available in- 
clude: free temporary hous- 
ing if a person cannot live in 
his house, grants for repair- 
ing home damage, unemploy- 
ment assistance, low interest 
disaster loans for repairing or 
replacing property not fully 
covered by insurance and 
agricultural assistance. 

Also available are legal 
services, consumer counsel- 
ing and assistance in obtain- 
ing insurance benefits, Social 
Security assistance and 
distribution of food coupons. 

The federal government 
will also assist state and local 
governments in clearing 
debris, repairing or replacing

water control facilities and in 
repairing or replacing public 
buildings, public utilities and 
public schools. 

But to obtain any 
assistance, each hurricane 
victim must go to his local 
Federal Emergency Manage- 


ment Agency disaster 
assistance center. 
It is important that 


storm victims document their 
damages. They should take 
numerous photographs to 
help verify their claim. The 
burden of proof lies solely 
with the storm victim. 

Overall I have been very 
impressed with the communi- 
ty spirit exhibited by the peo- 
ple in South Alabama and 
from all around the state. 
Church ~ groups, civic 
organizations and individuals 
from around the state have 
gone into the hurricane area 
to help their fellow Alaba- 
mians. 

These people have 
helped provide desperately 
needed food, clothing and 
shelter to hurricane victims. 

It says a great deal about 
our people that they have 
rallied to the aid of their 
fellow Alabamians in this 
time of crisis. 

However, storm victims 
should beware of a few out- 
of-state unscrupulous con- 
tractors who have come into 
the storm damaged area.

The inspection of the Coffee

FARMERS WIVES 

Keeping farm records is the 
subject for a special meeting 
which Home Agent Sara 
Hutchinson has arranged just 
for Coffee County farmers’ 
wives. It is all set for next 
Thursday, September 27, in 
the Community Room at the 
Farm Center in New Brockton. 

What is the purpose of the 
meeting? The purpose is to 
teach farm wives how to keep 
farm records. It is that simple. 

Two specialists from 
Auburn, Jerry Crews and Larry 
Roberts, will be on hand to 
teach Coffee County farm 
women how to do a better job 
of record keeping. The morn- 
ing session will begin at 9:30 
and will be devoted to keeping 
farm records. The afternoon 
session will be devoted to 
income tax information. 


SOYBEAN INSECTS 


It looks like we are going to 
have a massive invasion of 
‘soybean foliage feeders. Some 
of our soybeans in the southern 
part of the county are already 
being attacked severly. Several 
growers have already applied 
two applications of insecticide. 

It costs about a bushel of 
soybeans to put on an applica- 
tion of insecticide. At times it 
is a little difficult to know 
when to apply a_ control 
measure. Generally, we recom-, 
mend that soybeans be sprayed 
when you find about four 
worms per foot of row. How 
do you make this count? Take 
& piece of white paper or white 
material or part of an old sheet 
about 3 ft. x 3 ft. Put some 
handles on this piece of cloth 
and place it underneath the 
soybeans. Then stand between 
two rows and pull the leaves in 
toward the center and shake 
vigorously over the cloth, If 
you have as many as four 
worms per foot of row, you will 
find a lot of worms on that

COSTS OF PRODUCTION 

Gene Ragan of Dothan can 
Say a lot in a few words. In a 
recent item he ted out the 
outlook for agriculture in the 
1980's. He pointed out the cost 
of production has gone up and 
used a combine as an example. 
He said that in 1973 corn 
averaged about $2.50 a bushel, 
and combine with.a corn 
head cost about $30,000. So it 
took about 12,000 bushels of 
corn to pay for the combine. At 
100 peed & per acre, it would 
take about 118 acres of corn to 
pay for that combine. 

Today corn will average 
about the same, give or take a 
few cents. Even with yields of 
120 bushels per acre, it would 
require about 24,000 bushels of 
corn from about 200 acres to 
pay for it. Simply stated, that 
is about 66% more corn 
acreage even at those yields to 
pay for a combine now than in 
1973.

For those of you who are 
having a Bahiagrass cat in 
you lawn, there is something 
you can do to keep it from 
Spreading even more. Use 
Balan granules at a rate of 2 

nds per 100 sq. ft. on your 
lowic Do this the first week in 
October and the first week in 
February. Balan granules 
should be available at some of 
the supply places in the 
county

A $3.00 Management Area 
Deer and Turkey License in 
addition to a regular hunting 
license and management area 
permit is required for hunting 
deer and turkey on Manage- 
ment Areas.

Annual Rod and Reel - $6; 


Hook and Line (ordinary cane 
pole) in county of legal resi- 
dence $1.00; Disabled - 25 
cents. 

Non-Resident - Annual $10; 
Seven-day Trip $4.00. 


A 25 cents issuance fee is 
required for each above-listed 
license. All military personnel 
are required to have licenses. 

A $5.00 state and $7.50 
federal Duck Stamp are re- 
quired in addition to the appro- 
priate hunting license when 
hunting migratory waterfowl. 

Residents over 65 years of 
age may obtain lifetime hunt- 
ing or fishing licenses by 
paying the appropriate issu- 
ance fee.

Boating Safety Tips 


So you're going fishing. 
What are the chances that you 
won't get back? That all 
depends on you. 

Assuring your safety while 
you're in a boat requires much 
more than just throwing your 
safety equipment in your boat 
and letting it go at that. 
Assuring your safety requires 
that you educate yourself in 
the use of the equipment. 

Personal flotation devices, 
commonly known as life pre- 
servers, come in a variety of 
shapes and sizes. The most 
common of these used by 
fishermen is the type III de- 
vice. This device, approved by 
the U. S. Coast Guard, is 
recommended since such a 
device is generally worn and 
then if a fisherman happens to 
fall overboard, he is wearing a 
life preserver. 

Your best safety device is 
either the jacket or the bouyant 
vest. These devices are de- 
signed to keep you afloat on 
top of the water, and one 
should be worn at all times 
when boating. Buying and 
wearing one of these devices is 
much cheaper than a tragedy 
and perhaps a lifetime of 
remorse. 

All boats propelled wholly 
or in part by machinery must 
display the proper running 
lights. After all, limited visi- 
bility doesn’t mean just dark. 
What about being caught out 
at night also? If you don't 
have a battery, at least carry a 
flashlight that contains fresh 
batteries and is otherwise ope- 
rational. 

If you do have a battery in 
your boat, remember that the 
terminals must be covered with 
a non-conductive material to 
prevent arching, and the bat- 


tery must be secured to pre- 
vent its shifting or turning 
over. 

Since your boat is an open 
fishing boat, you will not be 
concerned with ventilation re- 
quirements. However, you 
should know that if you place 
your gas tank in an enclosed 
area, you must meet ventila- 
tion requirements. A marine 
dealer or a marine policeman 
will be glad to answer any 
questions. 

The law doesn’t require an 
open vessel which is outboard 
powered to have a fire ex- 
tinguisher, but you are wise if 
you realize that a six-gallon 
portable gas tank carries the 
explosive potential to blow up 
a city block. An efficient fire 
extinguisher should be carried 
on any boat because fire can 
break out on a 14-foot boat as 
well as a cabin cruiser. 

If your boat is more than 16 
feet long, you will need some 
type of a device that can be 
heard for at least one half a 
mile. This horn should be abie 
to make a sustained blast for at 
least two seconds. This device 
may be operated by hand, 
mouth or other source of 
power. Just check it to make 
certain it works before leaving 
the launching spot. 

Count pounds not people 
when determining the capacity 
of a boat. If your boat is 
carrying more pounds than it’s 
built to carry, you're asking for 
trouble. Just tecause your 
boat may have three seats, that 
does not mean that the boat 
can carry nine passengers safe- 
ly. Having a motor too 
for the size of your boat is also 
inviting disaster. tag
